Two minor changes I would ask for—change "City Council" to "D.C. Council" (remember we are a city, county and state 
all in one!) and remember that the Mayor sets the overall budget, so you should always be calling on herto fund 
things, and for the Council to ensure that it gets funded, ratherthan calling on the Council to fund something. Once 
the Mayor's budget has been proposed, and it is in the Council's hands, that is the tie to call on the Council to act, but 
the Mayor has much more lee-way and could find the big dollars needed for behavioral health supports, while the 
Council only can move things around within certain silos, and everything we move comes from somewhere, usually 
meaning someone will be upset about it. So for budget transparency priorities 2 and 3 , it should read "The Mayor 
should allocate, and the D.C. Council should ensure, appropriate funding" or something and for mental health priority 
1 "The Mayor should invest in, and the D.C. Council should ensure, a needs assessment".
